A Canadian Heroine. 

The Niagara Mail says that, a feW days 
ago, an aged woman, of very respectable 
appearance, presented herself nt tho oflice 
of the Clerk of the Peace at NiuRara, inr the 
purpose of signing her name with the vete- 
rans of 1812 to their address to tho Prince of 
Wales. The journal in question does not 
give her name, as she does net wi.sh tjut it 
should be published, but adds that this old 
lady is the heroine mentioned in the history 
of the last war, as having given the first in- 
telligence of the approach of the Americari 
army against Beaver iVIeadow. While all 
tho members of her family were where duty 
called them, she startetf and, during the 
night, walked fifteen miles through the nj- 
most pathless forest, to give the alarm lo the 
advanced posts of the English, Thanks to 
her precious intelligence, the British army 
marched to the attack of Boeretler and made 
him and all his force prisoners. 

It is on account of this important service 
rendered, that our venerable countrywoman 
believed it her right and duly to adi.t her 
signature to the address to H. R. H., wiih 
those of the other veterans of 1812. Ihe 
clerk having expressed a doubt as to his re- 
ceiving so novel a signature, the old lady 
insisted upon her riglit, allegiii}!; that .-ihe 
alone had done more for her coiirilry, during 
the war, than hiilf the soldiers who had been 
engaged in it. We do not learn wliether the 
clerk yielded to the just deiiiiiiid uf our lojal 
heroine, but, be this as it may, we are decj- 
dedly of, opinion that, not only <ioes .she 
merit the honor she claims, but, sull niore, 
that of a personal presentation to the Pnnce 
of Wales.

Union with BritiBh Columbia. 

" Whilst the quoslion of a legislature tor 
British Columbia is under considoratioo, wo 
know no more opportutio time to bring tho 
question of the union of Vancouver Island 
ttiiil British Columbia before the public. The 
miaioiU union is broached, that instant we 
are met with tho question— " Will not union 
with British Columbia necessarily do away 
with our free-port system? Wo reply, no. 
It does not of necessity follow that tliorc 
should be any alteration of our free-port sys- 
tem. We may still continue to perpotuato 
free porta and direct taxation, and at the 
same time enjoy the advantages of union 
with British Columbia. If such can be 
maintained, doubtless the majority— or in 
fact almost the unanimous opinion of the 
Colony— would be for union. On the other 
hand, the British Columbian will ask,—" If 
we consent to union, will British Columbia 
retain her tarilF or adopt tho free-port 
system?" We answer — lletain your tatilf 
by all means, till there be sutricient perma- 
nent wealth in the country to gradually re- 
duce it, so that eventually British Columbia 
may repeal it entirely, atul enjoy the free 
port system as well as Vancouver Island. It 
being apparent that for some years to come 
a much larger revenue can be raised in the 
sister colony by tariff than by direct taxa- 
tion, and yet not produce the public discon- 
tent that would be caused by raising one- 
half the amount by direct ta.xe,", it is cleiir 
that no scheme for union should ever con- 
template a different system than Customs 
to derive a revenue. If a taritf is !<• be per- 
petuated with union, it is nol likely that 
British Colurnhia— wilh the exception, per- 
haps, of New Westminster — would offer any 
serious objection to union. If the govern- 
ment would be cheaper, and other advan- 
tages be secured, no doubt exists but union 
would meet the views of tho majority of 
thatcolony.vr 

But it will be urged — whoever heard of 
one part of a colony or provmce raising the 
ways and means by tariff, and the other by 
direct taxes f We don't care if it never was 
heard of before. There can be no solid ob- 
jection against union, because the idea of 
two modes of raising revenue, in two differ 
ent parts of the same country, is new. Many 
of the most useful invenlinns of the n;,'o were 
new. Ail tlie great tneasuies of political 
and linancial reform of the past century 
may at onetime have appeared new. Yet 
they have proved good and worked well. If, 
then, union with direct and indirect taxes 
can be had; and if it best promotes the pros- 
perity of the country, consolidates its power, 
and adds to its importance, what more can 
be asked'' The object of statesmanship is 
ftttained. A mere uniform mode of raising 
revenue, is not statesmanship. A country 
may have a uniform mode of raising reve- 
nue, and yet not be prosperous. Statesman- 
ship takes any mode, no matter whether 
simpli' or Oomple.x, uniform or maiii form, 
60 long as lhat mode produces the greatest 
beneficml results; so long as it adds most tu 
Ihe population; increases rnor<! rapidly the 
taxable wealth; encourages industry better ; 
gives a greater impetus to enterprifle, trade 
and navigation; or.iali's -rcater public 
works; substitutes prosperity for discontent ; 
.secures a larger share of political freedom ; 
elevHteH tho country a step higher abroad ; 
and wiihalseoures greater economy at home, 
—that is diBleamanship. It is the end which 
is to be considered ; it is not so much the 
tnaans. Tho greatest good to the greatest 
number, is the objeot to be achieved. If 
that can be done by a new system, the nov- 
elty of the system should not render it un- 
worthy of approbation, or cause its rejection. 
We may, then, safely concludn lhat this 
ground of objection to union is untenable. 

It is an admitted point that this Colony 
will prosper best with tho free-iinrt system 

that Brilinli Colurnhia will prosper heller 

with than wiilioul a tariff. II both modes 
ofriiising reveiuie are relaiiiedj^lliere is no 
ciiUM! then to four that the prosperity of 
either won]. I ho impelled by union. Hot 
uinoii virtually exists at the present 
nnonient in a most unsutisfuctory way. One 
Qovernor governs two Colonies ; one Secie- 
(try is the Secretary of tno Colonies; one 
Attorney Gerieral is Ihe Attorney Qonetal of 
two Colonies. Salaries are paid both irom 
0ach Colony. Were there union, one salary, 
with perhaps a slight advance, would be 



paid to our officers who now receive two 
salarfe.s. Then there are now two Surveyor 
Generals, two Treasurers, two Postmaster 
Generals, with two staffs of assistants, and 
two sets of books, when half the number 
would answer every purpose. By reduction 
of one-half nearly of the civil list, a material 
saving would be gained, which would be 
much better devoted to the erection of public 
works. Besides a saving in the civil list, the 
consolidation of the two colonies would be the 
consolidation of the revenue, and if funds 
were required to create public works, it 
would be much easier to borrow on a large 
revenue than on a small one. It wonld dou- 
ble our capital and improve our eredit. Des- 
tined as we are to be a maratime and com- 
mercial people, union would tend to pro- 
mote the shipping interest. Foreign bot- 
toms may now ply between Victoria and 
New Westminster; they may come in at 
any time and engage in the intercolonial 
trade ; yet they cannot carry a cargo from 
Victoria to Eaquimalt. The exclusion of 
foreign bottoms from carrying freight be- 
tween those two points creates tonnage of 
our own — owned here. Our tonnage en- 
gaged in the intercolonial trade would in 
like manner be our own. It would not be 
wealth here to-day and away to-morrow. It 
would be capital invested in the country; 
and an union would protect and foster it. 
Both colonies would be the gainers. 

DisoKACEFUL. — The condition of the old 
graveyard, at the corner of Broad and Gov- 
ernment streets, is truly disgraceful. The 
Indians have carried away many of the 
pickets surrounding the graves, and used 
them for firewood ; hogs are daily engaged 
in rooting up the ground that covers the re- 
mains of those who were once as full of life 
and health as any of us; and the footstep of 
the unthinking pedestrian falls carelessly 
upon the last homes of early pioneers, whose 
resting-places should be as hallowed ground. 
Will not some person in authority look to 
this matter'.' It is a disgrace to the colony 
that a graveyard should benllowed to remain 
in such condition, while we have officials 
wluise duty it certainly is to look after them 
and see that they are kept in repair. 

An Incide.nt — During tho alarm of fire 
at the Colonial Theatre last evening, an old 
and respected resident, in his e.vcitement, 
clambered up lo o:.e of itie window.i from 
the outside, and commenced to pull with 
fearful energy a rope attached to one of the 
camphene lamps, imagining, no doubt, that 
he was ringing; an alarm bell. The people 
in the vicinity of the lamp rushed away 
from it in a great fright, and the worthy 
neighbor continued to haul and pull the dan- 
gerous vessel up and down at a truly alarm- 
ing rate, the lamp the while sending up a 
sneet of flame and smoke nearly a yard 
high. He was finally informed of his mis- 
take, and withdrew from the exciting scene 
in as great haste as he came. 

Fire at thk 'riiE.\TiiK. — Last evening, one 
of the swinging camphene lamps in the gal- 
lery was accidentally knocked down by .some 
person who was crawling over the l):ioks of 
the scuts to get a nearer view of the stai^c, 
and the coiileiits .t^pilled upon tin; lloor, 
causing a great blaze. A cry of lire was at 
once raised, ami iiiiproiiiptu bucket-i'oin- 
panics having been foriiied, the lliiiiies 
were extiiigiiishcd without the aid of the 
engines or truck, which were quickly on the 
spot. The actors were all on the stage at 
tho time dancing ii sailor's hornpipe, and tho 
greatest consternation was caused fur a few 
moments. 

CoLONtAi- Thkatrb.— The drama of 
"Black- Eyed Susan" was given last eve- 
ning to a good house — Miss Lulu Sweet 
and Mr. L. F. Bealty performing the princi- 
pal characters, which they sustained in a 
creditable manner. The remainder of the 
company also deserve praise. Tho afior- 
pieoe of tho " Weotheroock" was a good hit, 
and might be witnessed prolitahly by very 
many persons in this community. This 
evening the drama of " Therese, or the Or- 
phan of Geneva," and "Black.Eyqd Susan," 
will be given. 

Good, ir True.— Certain parties at Vir- 
ginia City, after a series of experiments, 
now think they have diHcovoted a simple 
and cheap mode of working the silver oro. 
The process separates and reduces tho silver 
to a metallic state without the aid of water. 
It is considered a great invention, and tlio 
parlies owning it will soon present ihu result 
of their labors to the public.

A :'ooi;e WEr,t. Trappkd.— On Tuesday, 
a man named Le Clero, suspected of being 
engaged in tho Indian liquor business, ap- 
peared before the Police Judge, and pre- 
ferred a charge against a sergeant of police 
for bribery. The man testified that ho was 
arrested three months ago by two officers, 
(of which the sergeant was one,) for selling 
whisky to Indians; that he gave the ser- 
geant $25 to let him go free ; that the latter 
took the money, but insisted upon taking 
him to jail, and the next morning had him 
fined S50. The officer who accompanied 
the sergeant at the time testified that no 
such bribery took place. The Police Judge 
decided to continue the case against the 
sergeant for a day or two; and then turned 
to I.e Clerc, and told him he should commit 
him, on his own statement, to prison for 
trial before the Court of Sessions, on a 
charge of bribing police ofiiaers. The rogue 
seemed completely taken aback by the ma- 
gistrate's decision, and went grumbling to a 
cell. It is. supposed that several vagabonds 
engaged iri the Indian whisky business had 
combirfed, and induced Le Clero to make 
the statement, which was undoubtedly false. 

A Fraser Rivebitb in Honduras.— 
Among the names of Walker's officers at 
the taking of Truxillo, we find that of" Ma- 
jor" Thomas Dolan,iormerly a miner at Hill's 
Bar, where he owned, in company with Ned 
McGowan, in the celebrated Whitehall 
Boatman's claim. Dolan, previous to taking 
to mining, was a faro-dealer at Fort Yale — 
during the time when gambling was in 
fashion there — and was considered by the 
"profession" the best "dealer" on the 
coast. After gambling had been abolished, 
the "Major" took to the shovel, anil be- 
came an honest miner. He left tire river, 
in company with McGowan, in the spring of 
1859, and found his way to New Orleans, 
where he enlisted under Walker, and has 
probably found a grave in the wilds of a 
country which his "grey-eyed" command- 
er vainly attempted to conquor. 

Erratu.m. — In Bishop Demers letter, 
published on Tuesday, the Scriptural quota- 
tion at the conclusion, owing to a mistake 
of the compositor, read— "That by what 
things a man serveth, by the same also is 
he tormented."

Letter from Fort Hope— General News 
'^The Similkameeii Trail, Etc. 

FOHT IIOIT, Oct. Sih, INtiO. 
Editor Bkitism Colonist: — His Excel 
lency Gov. Ilouglas and suile left here per 
last steamer. All felt pleased to observe 
the interest ho appears to lake in opening 
out roads to the different parts of the Colony. 
The Fort Yale, or Cation trail is opened to 
Spuzzem, and is an excellent pack trail. 
VVhen Powers and McUoberts' contract is 
finished, goods will be freighted to Lytton 
for one-half the present rales. Several trains 
have left here for the Similkam.een by the 
new trail, whioh was opened about a week 
ago. 

Next spring, tlie principal part of the 
goods for Quesuelle and Cariboo will find 
their way by this route, as there is good feed 
fur animals after the lirst day oat ol Hopu. 

There is ai the present time a great draw- 
back to the prosjierity of Hope, from the 
fact that Messrs. Dewdney and Moberly, 
the oontractots, refuse to allow animals to 
pass over the trail, until the Government 
accept their contract. VVhen the trail was 
first opened, they allowed animals lo jiass 
by paying threo dollars oauh, butnow reluse 
to do so under any ciroumstanoe. Although 
this trail (whioh the Gbvernroeut wisely in- 
tend, to convert into a wagon road) is Ihe 
most important in the Colony, inasmuch as 
ii will open out the agricultural country 
above, as well as being the easiest to the 
mines. I can conliilently assert tli;it not a 
quarter of a mile of it has been constructed 
according to the specifications for the trail 
given by the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works. As a matter ot course, the Chief 
Commissioner will not acee[)t it in its 
pre.ient condition. Should ho do so, the 
people of British Columbia will tuost assu- 
redly have the matter brought before His 
Excellency Gov. Douglas, 

A number of people have taken (arms in 
the Valley of the Similkamoen, who intend 
commencing farming in the spring. .Mr. 
Gray, an ohi resident of this place, h.-avcs 
wilh his family this week. Mr. Gray visited 
the country some time ago, He is highly 
pleased with its agricultural as well as its 
mining resources. 

The milling news from the iipjier country 
is of the most satisfactory charncter. A 
large number of minors have Imen here 
from Ihe Simllkaineoa this week lor their 
outfit for winler. They speak highly of the 
country, and intend to settle there, t^om 
Hook Creek, I hear that tho minora are 
doing exeendiiigly well. Mr. Kelly, for- 
merly of Hill's Bar, jiaid liisl wook one 
thousand dollars lor onu-lhird interest in u 
olalm. 

On the whole, the country looks more 
prospetoui than ever befote.

Mr. Gordon— Mr. Speaker, in rising to 
\he second reading of this bill, I do not 
wish to be considered its champion, by 
any means. The bill wns placed in 
my hands to present. I examined it; saw 
that it* terms ^yere'faijr,'jin.d handeid it in. I 
have in my hands a revised petition from 
<he company. That body now propose to 
•erect the gas-works if they nre granted an 
"exclusive privilege for only fivo years, in- 
Vtead of fourteen, as before requested. They 
ViU also charge only XI 10, instead of 
£2 10 per 1000 cubic feet, as before pro- 
posed. The number of sub8orH>er8 is also 
increased, and many merchants and others 
iave taken shares. 

Mr. Gary— Is the town- to be supplied 



Mr. Gortfon — Most assuredly not. There 
ia another point of importance. The peti- 
— tionsrs propo.ie that there shall be inserted 
in the act an amendment"^lo' the" effect, 
" that the net shall not come into force un- 
til good and sufficient bonds were filed for 
■the completion of the works, within eigh- 
teen months from it.s passage— the House 
^ 'to fix the amount of suoh bonds. 

Mr. Waddington reviewed the report of 
the Committee (handed in some three 
months since, and reporting adverse to the 
prayer of petitioners.)

Walker and his "Merry" Men. 

From a copy ol the Sucranieulo Union ol 
Sept. 29, (fuiiiisheil us by Mr. Moody, of 
the Victoria News Depot,) wo condense an 
account of Walker's doings ia Honduras, up 
to Sept. iOth : 

General Walker and his followers retired 
ou the nij;hl of Sept. 2»th from the fort and 
town of Tru.villo, after having occupied 
them since the titli of August. This sudden 
movement on Walker's part was in conse- 
quence of a correspondence between him 
and Commander Salmon, of H. M. steam 
aloop of-war Icarus, the subject being cer- 
tain British interests in Honduras aaid to 
have been infringed by Walker in the occu- 
pation of TtuxilU. Coinmiintlor Salmon in- 
formed Walker that the Urili.sli (iuv. rnmcnt 
held a mortgage on all duties ami port 
ohorges received by the Collector of Customs 
at the portof Truxillo; and that he demand- 
ed of Walker al' monoy" received by him 
from these sources since ho took forcible 
possession of trie place. As Gen. Walker 
hail madi) Tru.xillo a free port from the day 
of Ins eiittuiico therein, and, as no collections 
hiid been made, of course he could only re- 
ply lo this efFect, Bnci, tl>Plt »M»foi'' there 
wero no funds on harid' to answer the de- 
mand. 

Coinmaiuler Sainton's rusponso In lliistw- 
jplanation tiom the general was that ho must 
fay down bis arms and abandon the fort. In 
(he«r0ntof his doing this, the British flag 
would protect him and his men until they 
jconid embark on some vessel and leave the 
coast of Honduras. In case, however, ho 
fofiised to lay down his arms and acce|)l the 
terms o;i''reil, the guns of tho learn.) would 
be opened on him, and ho would b» taken 
jby force. The ooininvnder agreed to wait 
until 10^ o'clock the next tnorning for a re- 
ply. 

Walker oonsnltoil his ollicers, and they 
anroed to decamp that niyht d.iwii the coast. 
Millie tifhis were ilestioyed ; rusks ol' gun- 
powder oniiitiod into tliH water-cloMeiH, and 
. trunks of ololhing, etc.. loft soutturud about. 
Walker Ufi w|i1) eighty men tt It p. m. 



The little army were well supplied with 
rounds of ball-cartridges, provisions, etc. 
Walker left behind him the hospital, com- 
posed of eight persons. 

In iho morning, the surgeon of the hospi- 
tal wont to the Icarus and demanded British 
protection for the men under Jiim in the hos- 
pital, which was granted. Coniniandcr Sal- 
mon rouinrked tlint he regretted very much 
that Walker had not accepted his terms, as 
he feared it would go very hiird with him 
and his men if ho attempted to niiiko his 
way through the enemy's country. 

After leaving Trusillo, • Wnlkbr retired 
down the coast in the direction of Cnipo Oia- 
uias. lie had at that time (August. 21_st) 
eighty men, well iirnipJ anil in good s[)irit». 
On the 23d, the enemy started out in pur- 
suit, and the same day an oiigagement took 
place at a locality called " Cotton Tree," on 
tho Kouinn river. In this on^ngement, one 
man (private Pomeroy) ' was killed, and live 
men wounded, hut none of them severely. 
Among them was Jlajor ITofl' who was very 
badly disfigured with' buck shot, ami private 
James J. Hogg, of New Orleans, who reeeived 
a gun-shot in the ann. The wound, however, 
was not serious. 

Gen. Walker was also personally assailed 
in the conflict, and received a slight wound 
in his face. The nssnilant was, however, 
shot down on tho spot. After thi.s engage- 
ment Walker continued to retire till the 25th, 
when ho arrived at a phieo called Lima, 
abandoned niahogiuiy wo. k.'i, where the in- 
habitants at first took to flight in groat alarm 
but were induced to return by the favorable 
representations of one of tho number, under 
the advice of Walker. At last accounts 
Widker wa.s still at Lima, with seventy-si.'C 
men in ginid fighting order. 'I'his was Sun- 
day, the 26tii, tlie very latest. At that time 
also, each man had about 700 rounds of cart- 
ridges, and was every other way well provi- 
ded. It was believed that they mado their 
way down the coast witlnmt further loss. In 
additiijii to the above, we learn that the ( f- 
ticer reportnil to be wounded iit Truxillo, wa.'; 
C(d. Henry, New Orleans. He was wounded, 
however, in un aflVay which gnur out id a 
private difficulty, and not in conflict with the 
Ilondurans. The wound proved mortal, ami 
ir was he that was quLtly burieil at Trii.x- 
illo. We also leani, tliat in abandoning 
'I'mxillo, Walker- left behind u large iiuiiii- 
tity of stores and pnivisious which doubtless 
enabled the enemy to make a pursuit so 
vigorous and ell'eclive. 

I'v the next arrival IVum S:m Francisco, 
we expect tn lei-eive air account of the filli- 
busters' trrral dol'eiit aird execution of their 
leaders— rumors to that effect having been 
puiilished by us yesterday. The British
